A remarkable production that combines 
a classic of 19th-century American numismatic literature with the finest printing of 21st-century America. The book 
includes essays by Pete Smith, George F. Kolbe, John W. Adams and Henry Morris, and is very enjoyable to read. It is 
also a work of art, as Morris’s printing makes clear. A leaf book, it includes two actual leaves from Loubat’s Medallic 
History: this copy includes Plates XXXIII and XLIV (the Master Commander Jesse Elliott medal and the Major Gen¬ 
eral Winfield Scott medal). It also includes a leaf from the Henry Morris letterpress edition of the Adams and Bentley 
Comitia Americana volume.

There are at least four states of this catalogue, of which this is the first. The first has the sale dates printed on the cover as 
May 7-8 and is usually (always?) corrected by hand in ink; the second state has a printed slip of paper giving the correct 
dates pasted over the erroneous date; the third state has new wraps with the dates rectified in print; and the fourth is a 
post-sale edition, with the word “Priced” added to the title in print (though the catalogues are always priced by hand). 
The annotation is by Cogan (or someone in his employ), and expands upon the description of lot 132. This copy has one 
manuscript lot (241 1/2), which is seen in some copies of the catalogue but not all, but does not have a second added lot

A 
thick-paper copy, one of only 100 issued. Rated A+ by Adams: “Silver store cards. 1797 small eagle $10. 1797 6 stars 
$2.50. Shooting thalers. 1794 14 varieties.” The catalogue is justly famous for Frossard’s remarkably tine collection of 
1794 cents. The sale also featured rare and important coins in many other fields. Even regular catalogues have been 
scarce from the time of issue. Erossard notes in the errata sheet that “The supply of this Catalogue having fallen far short 
of the demand, subscribers who have no further use for their copies of the ORDINARY EDITION ARE EARNESTLY 
REQUESTED TO RETURN THE SAME.” Erossard was among the first Boys of ’94, later expanding the 1869-1870 
work by Edward Maris with the help of the collection of William Wallace Hays, to compile what remained the standard 
work on the subject until William Sheldons Early American Cents. Davis 406.

The inscription is a 
little puzzling. At a glance, it appears to have been signed by the editor. Dr. George F. Heath. Gloser examination, how¬ 
ever, makes it clear that the signature is D.R. Heath, not Dr. Heath. Our next explanation is that this was inscribed by 
Dr. Heath’s son, Donald R. Heath, though the fact that son Donald was all of nine years old at the time of the inscrip¬ 
tion makes this also appear unlikely. Regardless, the recipient of this issue clearly had no interest in it and it remains 
unopened and unread nearly 125 years later.

An original set of perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American numismatics ever published, with the text 
volume being the less frequently encountered 1880 printing. The author relates in the introductory text “that Mr. Jeffer¬ 
son, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but 
it remained for Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics 
noted: “His sumptuous work on the Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch in our 
medallic history.” Clain-Stefanelli 15073*. Davis 631.

As John W. Adams 
has written, “That an individual could begin, much less carry on for thirty-three years, a coin dealership in the hamlet 
of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, is pertinent testimony as to the character of the man.” Part of his ability to do this lies in 
his development of what he called the “distribution sale,” and which we would now call a mail-bid sale. These made 
his location less a limiting factor and was probably a key to his success.
